— Accord­ 
ing to the conclusion of a coroner’s 
jury at Henderson, Ky., Argyll Lett, 
a printer, until recently liv ing In this 
city, acted in self-defense when he 
shot and killed Durwood Denton, a 
school' teacher of Robards, Ky, 
at

Then he threatened to take his own 
and Mrs. Lett’s life, as well as saying 
that he would shoot Lett on sight.

Den­ 
ton jumped out and made a mov e as if 
to draw a rev olv er. 
Lett fired first. 
Denton died almost instantly.

Why the Wrig hts Declined to Enter 
the Co ntests. 


A sum m er’s activ ity and prog ress In 
av iation in France which hav e ex ceed­ 
ed the dream s of the m ost enthusiastic 
follow ers of the sport will be crow ned 
by the assem bling of the most re­ 
nowned aeroplanists a t a “week of 
av iation,” arrang ed to open at Rheim s 
on Aug . 22. 
The entries for the v arious ev ents on 
the prog ram include Latham , mono­ 
plane; Blériot, m onoplane; Delag rang e, 
biplane w ith tail; Farm an, biplane; 
Sommer, biplane; Santos-Dum ont, mo­ 
noplane; Count de Lam bert and Tis- 
sandier, pupils of W ilbur W rig ht, and 
D em arest, monoplane; Esnault-Pelte- 
rie, m onoplane; Gobron, biplane w ith 
tail; De Rue, biplane w ith tail; Ru- 
chonnet, biplane; Guffroy , monoplane, 
and Glenn II. Curtiss, w ho will be the 
official representativ e of the Aero Club 
| of America. 
The nations taking p art 
* include France, America, A ustria, E ng ­ 
land and Italy . 
Declina tio n o f the Wrig hts. 
It w as hoped th a t the W rig ht broth­ 
ers would enter, but they declined, it 
is understood, on the g round th at they 
objected to the clause in the rules al­ 
lowing m achines to stop during the 
running of the races. 
On the opening 
day the French entries w’ill hold an 
elim ination race to select three pilots 1 
who will represent th e Aero Club of 
F ra nc e /in the principal ev ent of the 
week, th at of the international cup of 
av iation, w hich will be contested for 
on the final day of the meet.

ag g reg ating $20,000,

aw arded to the pilot of the aeroplane 
w hich has cov ered the g reatest dis­ 
tance w ithout a renew al of fuel or 
w ithout com ing in contact w ith the 
g round. 
The F rix de Vitesse (speed testy ov er 
a distance of th irty kilom eters, will be 
run on Aug . 23 and 29 , the prizes of a 
total am ount of $4,000 to be distributed 
am ong the first four com petitors.

A lthoug h the num ber of dirig i­ 
bles to com pete is y et unknow n, the 
French m inister of w ar has g iv en as­ 
surances th a t France will send a t least 
one m ilitary airship. 
The spherical balloon contest will be 
in the form of a landing com petition. 
The ev ent is open to pilots of the Aero 
Club of France, and four prizes are of­ 
fered.

The aerodrom e is being arrang ed on 
the plain of Bethany , a t the portal of 
the city of Rheims, w hich in 19 01 w as 
the scene of a m ilitary rev iew of 150,- 
000 troops before the czar of Russia. 
Seats and stands are being constructed 
there to accom m odate a v ast num ber 
of spectators.

Evidence that mastodons roamed 
the wilds of Henry county in prehis­ 
toric times has 
been found 
upon 
numerous occasions and in different 
localities, but 
mostly in a 
region 
north of the city , say s 
the New 
Castle Courier. 
It was not until this 
week, however, that the largest bones 
and teeth were brought to the sur­ 
face. 
A drain is being built through 
the Henry B. Hernly farm 
and the 
workmen encountered some strange 
substance and a closer ex amination 
showed the substance to hav6 been 
some mammoth teeth at one time. 
Two of the grinders were brought 
to the Courier office, where they may 
be seen. 
They are rough and dis­ 
integrated and parts are missing, but 
the general outline of the teeth is 
good and gives one a fair idea of the 
immensity of the animals of long 
ago. 
Both teeth are about of a size. 
One is l i y ^ x S 1^ ^ 
1/^ , inches 
while 
the other is 12x 9 x 5. 
The combined 
w’eight of the two is about 40 pourlds. 
The bones uncovered were massive 
but crumbled to dust soon after they 
w’ere ex posed to the air. 
A number 
of big teeth have been found in this 
county , but the two now at the Cour­ 
ier office are larger than any that 
have y et been discovered.

Aug. 16.—The entire press 
in Greece advises the Cretans to lower 
the Greek flag over the fortress at 
Canea and not show defiance to the 
protecting powers. 


London,

16.—Last 
week 
a 
peaceful solution to the Cretan situa­ 
tion appeared practically to have been 
secured through the intervention of the 
four protecting powers, and the scru­ 
pulously correct attitude adopted by 
the Greek government in its diplomat­ 
ic intercourse with Turk ey and despite 
the fact that the Turk ish government, 
under the pressure of national agita­ 
tion, handled the diplomatic difficulty 
in an unsk illful m anner in demanding 
fresh guarantees from Greece. 
The Young Turk ey party plainly 
m istrusts the present Turk ish minis­ 
try and fears that Turk ey will lose 
suzerainty of Crete, as she has lost 
that of Bulgaria. This feeling has led 
to a strong movement among the Al­ 
banians against the Turk ish govern­ 
ment and to a serious boycott against 
Greek trade. 
At the same time the population of 
Crete has shown such strong Greek 
sympathies as to induce Crete to defy 
the order of the protecting powers— 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Rus­ 
sia—to haul down the Greek flag, 
which was raised when the troops of 
the powers recently evacuated the 
island. As a result of this latter diffi­ 
culty the situation has again become 
acute. The powers have ordered war­ 
ships to Crete and probably will re- 
occupy the islar.d in order to force 
compliance with tbe*r wishes. In this 
event it is not unlik ely that fresh ne- 
gol ations will ensue with a view to 
placing the Cretan q uestion on a more 
settled baais and prevent a recurrence 
of the disturbing events. Perfect con­ 
fidence is still felt ihat the peace be­ 
tween Turk ey and Greece will not be 
disturbed.

New York . Aug. 16.—Early Sunday 
Chinatown boiled over again on the 
discovery of the m urder of the most 
beautiful of the few Chinese women in 
New York , Bow Kim, twenty-one years 
old, who came here from San Fran­ 
cisco about a year ago with an Amer­ 
icanized Chinaman, Chin Len, thirty- 
one years old. It was about 2 o’clock 
in the morning, just as the usual Sat­ 
urday 
night revelry 
was 
q uieting 
down, that Chin Len dashed out of a 
tenem ent house at No. 17 Mott stre e t 
crying: 
“My woman been m urdered!” 
The street, filled with loitering Chi­ 
namen and parties of American “sight­ 
seers,” ’all of whom q uick ly recalled 
the sensational m urder of Elsie Sigel, 
the missionary girl, was thrown into 
excitement. A policeriian and a detec­ 
tive hurried into the house under 
Len’s direction, through dark hallways 
to a rear room on the second floor. 
The door was lock ed and the officers 
were about to break it in when Len 
pushed them aside and unlock ed it 
himself. 
In a bedroom the murdered 
woman lay on the floor, stabbed in 
half a dozen places. Her slender neck 
was ringed with bloody finger mark s, 
indicating a struggle with her assail­ 
ant, and beside her lay a hunting 
k nife. It was evident that the woman 
had been dead for two or three hours. 
On the stairs were found traces of 
blood and also on a door leading to 
the store of Yuen Chin & Co., on the 
ground floor. 
Three Chinamen there 
were arrested, although they denied 
any k nowledge of the murder. 
Six 
American women who declared them ­ 
selves to be the wives of Chinamen 
were found in the house and arrested, 
but none would admit any k nowledge 
of Bow Kim’s death. In the murdered 
woman’s room were found many busi­ 
ness letters in Chinese, but none that 
gave a clue. Len declared that he had 
no idea who k illed his wife, unless 
“maybe See Sing k ill her. 
See Sing 
say she owe him money and he try to 
get i t ” 
Sing, too, had once been in love 
with Bow Kim, he said. As to Sing’s 
whereabouts he k new nothing. 
Len’s account of himself was that 
he had spent the early evening until 
7 o’clock with his wife and then he 
had gone to No. 2 Mott street. 
Re­ 
turning at 2 o’clock in the morning he 
found the body on the floor. In touch­ 
ing it he had soiled his hands with 
blood, which in turn smeared the door 
and stairw ay as he hurried to the 
street. 
No formal charge has been 
preferred against Len, but he is held 
in $5,000 bail as a “m aterial witness.”

Fastest Modern Vessels to Revive Dan­ 
gerous Pastime For Once. 
River steamboat racing, the pas4-' 
of the early seventies, when M ;*k 
Twain was young and working for. a 
living, promises to be revived by the 
challenge of Commodore Henry W. 
Leyhe of the steamer Alton to Captain 
W. H. ThorwegeD, master of the 
steamer City of Providence, to race for 
any amount from $1,000 to $30,000. 
says a St. Louis dispatch. 
Captain 
Thorwegen has accepted th$ challenge, 
and as soon as the wagers are placed 
the race will be run. 
This will be the first real river race 
since the days when river traffic was 
at Its height and rival masters sat a 
“nigger on the safety valve” of the 
boller to insure more speed. 
The steamers Alton and City of 
Providence are the two biggest and 
fastest boats on the Mississippi. The 
probability of an old fashioned river 
race between them has set the whole 
river front wild with excitement equal 
to that in the early days when much 
of the real estate in St. Louis changed 
hands as a result of wagers on river 
races. 
Probably the most famous of these 
was the race on July 4, 1875, between 
the Robert E. Lee and the Natchez. 
The course was from New Orleans to 
St. Louis, and the Lee was victorious, 
arriving there five hours ahead of the 
Natchez.

Colorado Springs, Col., Aug. 16.— 
The number of fatalities resulting 
from the wreck at Husted. on the 
Denver & Rio Grande Saturday, was 


J increased to eleven with the death of 
C. M. McCreary of Dallas, Tex. None 
of the injured, numbering close to two 
score in the local hospitals, is believed 
to be in a critical condition. 
Engineer Lessig, driver of the lead 
engine hauling the northbound train, 
J wrho disappeared immediately after 
the wreck, was found at his home in 
Denver. He appeared greatly worried 
; and offered no reply to questions re- 
j garding the cause of the accident. 
John Gossage, fireman for Lessig, was 
the only one of the six enginemen 
killed or severely hurt. 
The wreck 
occurred within sight of his home, and 
his wife, standing in the doorway, 
witnessed the accident. 
She was 
among the first to reach the scene. 
The trains, both running at terrific 
speed, met on a curve, and their crews 
had no opportunity to avert the colli­ 
sion. 
No. 8, drawn by two engines, 
telescoped the baggage car and smok­ 
er of No. I. 
All three engines went 
into the ditch. Besides McCreary and 
Gossage. the following were killed: 
Frank M. Frederick, St. Louis; C. S. 
Brown, Jerico Springs, Mo.; B. F. Lar- 
kens, Colorado Springs; J. K. Parker, 
Denver: J. R. Parker, Chicago; two 
unidentified men. 
The more than 400 passengers on 
the two trains were thrown in a 
screaming mass on the floors of the 
cars, and many were hurt in the stam­ 
pede to escape. The unhurt rushed to 
the aid of the injured, but so great 
was the confusion that It required 
half an hour to clear the cars, which 
were enveloped in clouds of steam 
from the engines. 
Relief trains bearing surgeons and 
nurses were rushed to the scene of 
the wreck, and the 
wounded were 
brought to local hospitals. 
It is said that the officials of the 
road place the blame of the wreck 
upon the crew of train No. 8. which 
was ordered to meet No. I at Husted. 
It is asserted the crew mistook a 
switch engine and cars for No. I and 
believed the track was clear.

Liverpool, Aug. IC*. — Submerged at 
the Huskisson dock, the Cunard line’s 
steamer Lucania lies seriously dam­ 
aged, having been almost gutted from 
her funnels forward by fire.

in the saloon kitchen. 
The fire brigade of the vessel, with 
two powerful motor engines, turned 
out at the first alarm and found the 
first saloon burning fiercely from end 
to end. 
Despite all their efforts the 
flames gradually worked forward un­ 
til they reached the steerage, consum­ 
ing every particle of the woodwork 
there, and then played havoc with the 
forehold. 
It was then decided to flood the ves­ 
sel by admitting water into her from 
the dock. 
Soon she heeled over and 
her funnels came in contact with the 
cranes on the dock and w*ere badly 
damaged. 
A fleet of tugs was then 
brought into requisition and pulled the 
liner upright and held h e r.until she 
settled firmly on the mud bottom. The 
second-class quarters and the whole 
after part of the ship, including the 
engine room, escaped injury from the 
flames and comparatively little dam­ 
age was done to the exterior of the 
vessel. 
Her upper part is considera­ 
bly above water. The first saloon sky­ 
lights were destroyed and the decks 
forward are badly buckled. 
Some of 
the plates of the hull were warped by 
the heat. The repairs to the Lucania 
will occupy considerable time.
